| Hereas by the contrivances of ſome ſelf-deſigning perſons,a ſinful,and 
unexemplary force was put upon the Parliament of England in the 
year 1648. Thoſe perſons having cauſe to deſpair of the Parlia- 
ments Compliance with their horrid and deſtructive Principles, 
though never ſo artificially and plauſibly held forth, Which fin- 
gle Actin it ſelf, though it was a tranſcendent violation of that King- 
domes Birth-right, yet-it ſeemed too cheap and vile a Sacrifice to 
their ambition, except they mingled with it the Blood of their and 
ITY ne our Lawful Soveraign ; In Order whereunto , they preſumed to 
exect a Court, called by themſelves a High Court of Fuſtice , where, by an Ugly and Execra- 
' ble Sentence they condemned him to death, which was Executed des all the circumſtantial 
aggravations of Barbariſme, Since which time, the people of this Kingdome having not had 
opportunity of aſſembling themſelves in [reland until-the meeting of this General Conventi- 
on ; and being by the bleſſing of God now met , We judge it our duty to Declare , and do hereby 
Declare to the whole World, Our unfaigned and hearty Dereſtatio of, and our ProteFtation againft 
thoſe mo$t Inhumane, Unparallel d, and Barbarous Proceedings against the late King: which by 
true Proteſtants can be termed no other, then the fouleſt Murther, and Higheſt Aſſaflination that Sa- 
cred or Profane Story hath recorded , being perpetrated by the ſaid perſons in a Kingdome where the 
rrue Reformed Religion eminently flouriſht, and being contrary to that Solemne League and Covenant 
which they themſelves had taken, and all this countenanc't under a pretext of publick Fuſtice. 
And we heartily beg of God, that he would filence the Cry of that innocent Blood, and not 
further puniſh theſe Nations for the ſame, by continuing them in Confuſions and Unſettle- 
ments, but in the Riches of his Mercy Reſtore them to peace upon the ſure Foundations of *
